Foreword 


The Intelligence Subject Code (ISC) was initially developed by the Central Intelligence Agency 
and was adopted in 1 948 for use with a punched card system. In 1 9 55 the Hoover Commission 
Task Force on Intelligence Activities recommended that “all departments within the Defense estab- 
lishment and the Department of State adopt a single indexing system based on the Intelligence 
Subject Code. Soon thereafter the ISC was adopted by the intelligence community for use by 
member organizations. 


The revised edition of the Intelligence Subject Code and area classification code, published 
in February 1 960, was prepared under the auspices of the Committee on Documentation of the 
United States Intelligence Board. In effect this was a new code designed to meet the requirements 
of the intelligence community and to reflect changes considered necessary after ten years of ex- 
perience with the original code. 


This fourth edition of the revised Intelligence Subject Code has been produced by a comput- 
erized typesetting method. The present text incorporates the changes in the past two and a half 
years which have been approved by the CODIB Working Group on the Intelligence Subject Code. 

The comments of users on means to improve the code are welcomed. Training classes for 
any user of the ISC in the intelligence community are conducted periodically at CIA headquarters. 
Requests should be addressed to the Chief, Indexing and Services Division, Office of Central 
Reference, Central Intelligence Agency.

INTRODUCTION 


The ISC is designed to provide subject and area references to the information contained in 
intelligence reports as required by a general intelligence document reference service using either 
manual or machine methods. Specialized terminology and technical detail have been kept to a 
minimum. Definitions, scope notes, cross references, and area rules are included to aid in the uni- 
form application of the ISC. The ISC is an index of medium depth, but greater specificity can be 
obtained by: (A) extending the numbering system beyond the sixth digit; (B) augmenting specific 
portions of the basic ISC; or (C) adding key words in clear text. 

The ISC should be applied in a specific manner because intelligence reporting and retrieval 
requests are usually specific in nature. For example, a document dealing with various types of 
naval vessels should be indexed under the specific type of vessel rather than under the general 
heading of naval vessels. General headings should be used only for general reporting. Inasmuch 
as the ISC is a classified index, a generic search can be made for all naval vessels because they are 
listed in the same section. 

NOTATION SYSTEM (CODE) 

The six digit numeric notation system is constructed as follows: 

A. The first digit identifies the Chapter (l -7); 

B. The second and third digits in combination identify the major subject classes within each 
chapter (01-99); 

C. The last three digits are allocated to the subject subdivisions within each class. 


No notation is assigned to the first category level within each chapter, but for outline purposes 
letters are assigned to the broad subjects, e.g.. Chapter I, A. General; B. State. 

In order to allow for interpolation of new subjects, gaps have been left throughout the nota- 
tion scheme. In the last three digit positions the hierarchy in the notation could not always be main- 
tained because the subject arrangement or density would not permit, e.g., see the subject sub- 
divisions under 1 35.000. 

SUBJECT MODIFIERS 

The subject modifiers are a faceting device which can be combined with certain subjects to 
specify actions or states which affect those subjects. They are comparable to subject subdivisions, 
to auxiliary tables, or to various faceting devices found in other classification schemes. A complete 
list of subject modifiers, with the chapters and sections to which they apply, follows this introduction. 

In order to insure logical application, the subject modifiers usually apply only to specified sub- 
ject categories rather than to any subject within the entire ISC. 


AREA RELATIONSHIPS 

The ISC includes area rules for indexing information under those subject headings which imply 
area relationships. These rules appear under the subject headings to which they apply and are 
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expressed in terms of primary and secondary areas. Primary area is country of origin, policy, or 
attitude; secondary area is country of destination or recipient of action, policy, or attitude. If no 
area rule appears, it is assumed that area relationships are not used with the subject code. The 
language of the ISC subject headings determines which type of relationship is implied. 


ALPHABETICAL INDEX 

The subject index in alphabetical order consists primarily of the terminology used in the ISC. 
Multiple index entries rather than cross references have been made in order to facilitate its use. 
The index will be updated from time to time to reflect revisions made in the ISC. 

SUBJECT COVERAGE BY CHAPTERS 

Chapter I (100.000/ — Government, Politics, and International Activities and Institutes 

Includes government theory and practice, government organization, domestic politics 
and political parties; internal security, intelligence and espionage; foreign relations; and 
international organizations. Appropriate subject modifiers are included. 

Chapter II (200.000/ — Social and Cultural Structure and Institutions 

Includes description of the social structure, institutions, population data, public opinion, 
and health and welfare. Appropriate subject modifiers are included. 

Chapter III (300.000/ — Science and Technology; Engineering 

Includes scientific and engineering organizations, fields of interest, processes, and pure 
research. Appropriate subject modifiers are included. 

Chapter IV (400.000/ — Commerce, Industry, Finance 

Includes domestic and foreign trade, non-commodity aspects of industry, domestic eco- 
nomic and financial organizations, and foreign economic relations. Appropriate subject modi- 
fiers are included. 

Chapter V (500.000/ — Transportation and Communication Systems 

Includes civilian transportation systems and both civilian and military communication 
systems. 

The transportation sections cover civilian systems organizations, facilities, and operations, 
and equipment inventories, replacement, and maintenance. Descriptions and economic and 
research aspects of transportation equipment are covered in Chapter VI. The communica- 
tions sections cover all aspects of both civilian and military systems organizations, facilities, 
and operations. Appropriate subject modifiers are included. All aspects of communications 
equipment are covered in Chapter VI. 


Chapter VI (600.000/ — Resources, Commodities, Weapons 

Includes all economic, military, and research aspects of natural resources and products 
produced by man, including military weapons and equipment. The subject modifiers pre- 
ceding and within this chapter are provided to specify the various actions which affect com- 
modities. 
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Chapter VII (700.000) — Armed Forces 

Includes status, policy, hostilities, organization, strategy and tactics, personnel, training, 
logistics, and installations. Appropriate subject modifiers are included. 


AREA CLASSIFICATION CODE 

See the introduction to the area classification code for specific rules of application. 


REVISION PROCEDURE 

The Committee on Documentation, USIB, has designated the Central Intelligence Agency as the 
control point for proposed revisions to the ISC and the area classification code. Proposed changes, 
additions, or deletions should be forwarded through channels to the headquarters intelligence 
component of the appropriate agency for review and recommended action. The proposed change 
will then be submitted to the Chief, Indexing and Services Division, Office of Central Reference, 
CIA, for disposition after interagency coordination with members of the CODIB Working Group on 
the Intelligence Subject Code.

SUBJECT MODIFIERS 


The subject modifiers listed below are combined with the subject codes in this Chapter to specify the various 
processes, actions, and activities which affect commodities or products, e.g., 049/621 .225— amount of aluminum 
produced. In addition to these subject modifiers several sections within this Chapter have subject modifiers which are 
used only within the sections in which they appear. Both the subject modifiers listed below and those modifiers limited to 
spec.fic sections may be combined with a single product, as necessary, e.g., production (049) and sheets (108) combined 
with aluminum would appear as 049/108/621.225— production of aluminum sheets. 


Many of these modifiers are used only when statistical data are involved, e.g., production, exports, imports, prices, 
manpower, etc. (For example, do not use the production modifier (049) merely to indicate that something is being 
produced; the amount being produced, either in specific figures or general terms, should be given.) 

It should be noted that the ISC provides for handling of detailed statistical data on specific products, as well as 
statistical data on industry in general. When data are given on specific products, the subject modifiers listed below 

are applied; for data on industry in general, when no specific products are involved, refer to the cross references listed 
after the subject modifiers.

The Area Classification Code has been developed under the auspices of the USIB Committee on Documentation for 
use in conjunction with the Intelligence Subject Code. However, the code may be used independently as an area 
classification scheme to index maps and documents which are indexed only geographically. 

The Area Classification Code consists of two parts. Part I is the organizational listing of all political or geographic 
units. Part II is an alphabetical index of all political or geographical units regardless of administrative level with cross 
references where name or political changes and alternate names make them necessary for proper identification. 

The Area Classification Code is organized into 10 major area divisions. This 1st order of organization represents 
continents, international bodies of water, land masses within the oceans, the solar system, and general geopolitical 
concepts. The USSR is treated as a continent in order to accommodate complex administrative subdivisions within the 
framework of the notation (code) assigned. The 10 major divisions within the 1st order of organization are called 
"designators" and are in the 1 st position of the notation (code). 

The 2nd order of organization represents countries within continents, republics within the USSR, oceans and island 
groups. The 3rd order of organization is used only within continents and ocean land masses to show administrative 
subdivisions within a country and smaller bodies of water within oceans. 

The final element of organization appears in the last position of the notation (code) and is called an "indicator". It 
indicates either the political affinity or a geographic unit of the 1 st order of organization. 

NUMERIC NOTATION SCHEME 


The numeric notation (code) scheme consists of 4 digits. The 1st digit which is called the "designator" represents 
the major area division. There are 10 major areas each of which is assigned a number as follows!

The last digit of the notation indicates either the political affinity or a geographic unit of the major division. The 
assigned "indicators" are: 

3— Communist 2— South 

5— East 6-West 

4- Middle or Central 0-None of the above assigned 

7— North 


The indicator "3" for Communist dominated areas takes precedence over the other indicators. Thus Communist 
China which is geographically in East Asia is 1013, not 1015. In order to accommodate the complex administrative 
structure of the USSR within the framework of the 4-digit notation, the political affinity designator "3" is not assigned. 

Note that the notation (code) for the whole of any major area is filled out to 4 digits with zeros. The code, 
therefore, for Africa as a whole is 6000. Likewise the code for a geographic or political part of a main area is filled out 
with zeros in the 2nd and 3rd positions. Thus, the code for South Africa is 6002. 

The 2nd and 3rd digits are consecutive numbers assigned to the political or geographic divisions within the 10 major 
area divisions. There is no hierarchy. This number represents a federation, a country, an ocean, a sea or a bay. 
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regardless of administrative level or subordination. This 2-digit number must always be written with the established 
designator and indicator (1 st and 4th digits). The USSR which is an exception to this rule is explained in the last paragraph below.

Only the USSR and Communist China are broken down to administrative subdivision levels. 

Codes for cities have not been established. Therefore, to code information pertaining to a single city or to a small 
part of a lower order subdivision, the indexer must establish the political or geographic subordination of the city or that 
smaller area and then determine the code for the order of organization to which the smaller part is subordinate. Thus 
to code the city of Moscow, the indexer must use Moscow Oblast (4062); to code Brasilia, the capital of Brazil, he must 
use Brazil (8152). 


In assigning a notation to the USSR, the last 3 digits are used to show all the administrative subdivisions. Blocks of 
numbers are assigned to each of the 15 republics to accommodate additions, e.g., Belorusskaya SSR, 4270-4299; 
geographically or economically related republics are in consecutive numeric order. Each lower order subdivision 
(oblast, autonomous region, kray), is given a 3-digit number in accordance with its geographic position within the 
republic. Therefore in the Organizational Listing where subdivisions are in alphabetic order within each republic, the 
notation numbers are not consecutive. Examples:
